To specify the type of inspection In accordance with the draft Export of 
Inorganic Pigments tinspection) Rules, lOtiS, set out In Annexure III to this 
notiflcation, us the type of inspection which would be applied to such inorganic 
pigments; 

3, To recognise the Indian Standards specllled against each type ol pigments 
Issued by the Indian Standards Institution, set out in Annexure II to this notlRca- 
liotj, as the Standard Specifications for the said pigments; 

■1. I’o prohibit the export, in the course of international trade, of any of the 
nfoi’csaid inorganic pigments uiilc,-:.; Ihe same is either accompanied by a certilicutc

Draft rulc,^; proponed to be made under section 17 of the Export ( Quality 
» Control and Inapection) Act, 1963, 

1. Short title and commemoemmt. —(l) These rules may be called the Export 
of inorganic Pigments (Inspection) Rules, 1966. 

(2) They shall come Into force on Isl July, 1966, 

2. Definition. —In these rules “inorganic pigment’’ mean.s any of the pigments 
npeeffied In the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Basis of Inspection for oertifleation. —inspection of inorganic pigment for 
purpose,s of issuing the certificate of export worthiness for export, .shall be carried 
i.jul with a view to seeing that the inorganic pigment conforms to the .specllications 
stipulated in the export contract as declared by the exporter. 

4- Procedure Of Inspection.—(a) An exporter intending to export any inorganic 
pigment, not bearing the mark recognised under section 8 of the Export (Quality 
CoriLrol a7)d Inspection) A'-t, 196.3, shall give irrlimation in writing of his intention 
so to do and submit along with such Intimation a declaration of the specifications, 
stipulated In the contracd relating to such export, to any one of the In.spcctlon 
.agencies (hereinafter referred to as the Agencyl recogtused under section 7 of 
(the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963, (22 of 1963), to enable It 
fo carry out the Inspection in accordance with rule 3. 

(b) In case the speclficafion stipulated in the export contract Is in the form 
Of a sample approved by< the buyer, the exporter shall submit a declaration 
laccordingly along with the approved .sample to the Agenc.y. 

(2) Every inlim.-ition and declaration of approved sample under sub-rule (1) 
shall be submitted not less than Eleven days before the expected date of com¬ 
mencement of loading. 

(3 1 On receipt of the Intimation and declaration or the approved sam)j]e under 
■sub-ruie (2), the Agenc.v shall iu.spect the consignment of Inorganic pigment with 
a view to seeing that the sn)Pe conforms to the specifications stipulated in the 
exp'jrl contract. 
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(4) If, after inspection, the Agency Is satisfied that the said consignment of 
inorganic pigment conforms to the specifications stipulated In the e-^port contract. 
It shall, within seven days of the receipt of intimation and declaration under 
sub-rule (2), issue a certificate to the exporter declaring the consignment export¬ 
worthy. 

5. Procedure reffarding afHxatiom of recoffnised mark.— I'hc provi.slons of the 
Indian Standard Institution (Certification Marks) Act, (.'h) of 1!)52), the 

In.linn Standards In.stitutlon (CcitlMcation Marks) Rules, 19.tj5. and the Indian 
Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Regid.atlonc 1,955 shall so far as Piay 
be, apply to the procedure relating to the affi’i.atl'jn ut rc-cognised mark on In¬ 
organic pigmenL prior to export denoting conformity to the standard specification.s. 

b'. Place of insiicctlon. —Every inspection under these rules shall he .arrled out 
either— 

(a) at the premises of the manufacturer, of such products or, 

(b) at the premises at which the goods are offered by the exporter, provided 

adequate facilities for the purpose exist therein. 

7. Inspection Fco. —Subject to a minimum of Rs. 50/- for eac‘h consignment, 
a fee at the rate of twent.v paise for every one hundred rupees of invoice value 
of each such consignment of inorganic pigment, .shall be paid as inspection fee 
for inspection and Issue of certificate of export worthiness under these rules, 

8. Appeal. —(1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Agency to issue a 
certificate under sub-rule (4) of rale 4 may, within ten days of receipt of c(jm- 
munlcation of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to n panel of experts, con¬ 
sisting of not less than three persons, appointed for the purpose by the Central 
Government. 

(2) The decision of the panel on such appeal shall be final.
